MOSCOW ( UPI) - The So- 
riet Union agreed today to 
resume the suspended nuclear 
test ban talks with the United 
States and Britain in Geneva 
Nov. 28. But it asked an 
immediate embargo on all tests 
by any nation, implying it 
would walk out if the ITnited 
States tested during the con­ 
ference. 
(A first assessment of the So­ 
viet offer by American officials in 
Washington said the Soviet Union, 
after carrying out its own massive 
series of nuclear weapons tests, 
now appeared to be trying to force 
the United States and Britain to 
agree to another uninspected mor­ 
atorium on such experiments.) 
Said the Russians: 
“It is of course understood dut 
if, in the course of the talks, any 
power will carry out testa of nu­ 
clear weapons, then by force of 
circums’ anees to which the Soviet 
government has already referred 
in the past, the other side will be 
compelled to draw the appropri­ 
ate conclusions with regard to 
nuclear tests.” 
Answer to Allied Proposals 
The Soviet notes, in reply to 
Anglo-American proposals to re­ 
sume the talks submitted Nov. 13. 
were delivered to the U.S. and 
British embassies by the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry. 
They made no mention of the 
fact that since resuming its own 
nuclear tests Sept. 1, the Soviet 
Union has set off more than 30 
atmospheric explosions, including 
one with a yield of more than 50 
megatons. 


Director in 
NSA Forced 
To Resign 
WASHINGTON (UPI)-The per­ 
sonnel director of the super-secret 
National Security Agency (NSA) 
has resigned at the insistence of 
the Pentagon. House investigators 
have urged that he be charged 
with perjury. 
The House Committee on Un- 
American Activities announced 
Monday that Maurice H. Klein re­ 
signed 10 days ago. A Justice De­ 
partment spokesman said it was 
studying the case. 
The committee said Klein told 
congressional investigators that he 
made false statements about his 
personal history on official docu­ 
ments. 
The 
committee 
also 
said its investigation .indicated 
that a personnel form in Klein’s 
file was not the original document 
he made out in 1942, although 
Klein claimed it was. 
The committee said a Defense 
Department official advised it that 
the FBI had confirmed its sus­ 
picious about Klein's personnel 
form. 
Klein admitted making several 
misstatements in a 19-year-old job 
application form, but said they 
were the result of “pure careless­ 
ness.”

Adenauer and 
Kennedy also arranged to meet 
again late today to continue their 
detailed discussion on Berlin and 
other cold war problems. 
The way was cleared for the 
top-level talks by a preliminary 
Kennedy-Adenauer discussion Mon­ 
day and a meeting this morning 
between the defense and foreign 
ministers of the two governments. 
The U.S. and German leaders 
at their initial session late Mon­ 
day ranged in general terms over 
"the current situation in Berlin 
and Germany and the current re­ 
lations between their two coun­ 
tries.” according to their official 
spokesmen. 
Informed sources said the em­ 
phasis during their two hours to­ 
gether. all but 15 minutes of it 
entirely alone except for interpre­ 
ters. was on Berlin and NATO. 
While both sides were silent 
concerning any details of the con­ 
versations so far. American offi­ 
cials have made it clear that 
Kennedy wants to convince Ade­ 
nauer that the Western Allies 
should maintain a flexible atti­ 
tude in seeking a “reasonable 
basis” for negotiating with Rus­ 
sia on Berlin.

(since July 1) to a total of .43 of 
an inch. 
Wind Damage Reported 
A frtaf.Jt which blew up yester­ 
day afternoon turned into quite a 
rain and wind storm which lasted 
in varying intensity through the 
night. Wind damage reported by 
the Palm Springs City P u b l i c 
Works department included the 
precarious tilting of seven newly- 
planted palm trees on N o r t h 
Palm Canyon Drive. 
High winds created havoc with 
anything that wasn’t tied down 
early this morning and the corner 
of Sunrise and Ramon found a 
pile of building materials from the 
new Alpha Beta market being 
built there. 
California Electric repair crews 
were out during the night repair­ 
ing damaged lines.

The problem, if you can call it that, is: 
An appropriate short name lor the Mt. 
San Jacinto Aerial 1 rants'av. 
That long title is the way the stupen­ 
dous proiect is designated on legal documents 
and legislative pa]ierv. But while this name is 
complete, thorough and tells what it is alt 
about, it is too long to carry the necessary 
punch or wallop or what have you, to make 
it a household name. 
The Winter Park Authority, much occu­ 
pied with the early stages ol construction of 
the Tram, hasn t got around to publicly seek­ 
ing a short name which can become a na­ 
tional byword but it is sate to venture that 
they have been thinking about it. 
The name, naturally, will be of the ut­ 
most importance in publicizing the gigantic 
project and whal it olfers to the tourist. It 
will have to he short, one that is easily re­ 
membered. Although short, so that it will 
stick in the public mind, it will have to be 
ccmiprehensiv c enough to tell the story. It 
will have to lie strong enough to make peo­ 
ple vow that they will ride to the lop and 
back on the Tram. 
The Mt. San Jacinto Aerial Tramway on 


which construction is progressing satisfac­ 
torily, will carry its first passengers in 1963 
the target year tor completion. Then it wil 
assume top ranking as a major attraction. It 
will be the greatest in the nation, and the 
longest reversible train in the world. It will 
cost $7.5 million and when the lirst passen­ 
ger walks into one ol the cable cars it will 
inaik the tultillmcnt ol a vision lirst seen 
back in 1935 and more than a quarter cen­ 
tury ot endeavor by two Villagers, Earl Coff­ 
man and Francis Crocker, members of the 
authority who refused to be sidetracked on 
their wav lo tiie goal despite what, at times, 
seemed insurmountable obstacles. 
There are many superlatives about the 
tramway which should ignite the imagination 
ol Desert Empire residents in seeking a name 
wliich fittingly descriltes it. 
It is already a topic of conversation here 
and several local residents have suggested 
names in discussing the giant steel-towered 
and cabled lilt which will enable its patrons 
to pick their own climate, desert floor or 
mountain lop, in a matter of minutes. 
To squeeze all of the superlatives which 
go with the tramway into a short name that 
carries a powerful punch seems like a large 
order. But with the mental capacity avail­ 
able here, it should not be too difficult a 
task. 
The first paying passenger w ill not Jtoard 
a Tramway car for almost two years. But 
the Winter Park Authority will undoubtedly 
want the name well before opening day. 
So it's time to start tiiinking about it now. 
And to make it good.

out any acceleration of spending 
which was instituted as an anti­ 
recession m easure.” 
It all sounds m ore like Coolidge 
than Cal himself, and nor a little 
like Mr. Eisenhower a few years 
a p when he pronounced his pub­ 
lic works policy of ‘‘no new 
varts " which C andidate Kennedy 
hi* so hard during the lf*60 cam ­ 
paign.

With ihe exception of Treasury, 
where no response was forthcom ­ 
ing. this is a fair rundown of the 
service agencies. The D epart­ 
m ents of Defense and Justice, at 
w ar with foreign and crim inal en­ 
em ies. are exiected to benefit 
from savings elsewhere. So. of 
course, is the groggy taxpayer, 
who can't be blam ed if he gives 
a hollow laugh at the subject of 
Federal thrift.

D. D. Eisenhower. It was the first 
time Ike’s name had ever ap­ 
peared in a nationally circulated 
news story. 
The form er President was m ar­ 
ried here in 1916 to a pretty girl 
named M amie Doud who was liv­ 
ing out on McCullough Avenue. 
He was a second lieutenant fresh 
out of W est Point and picked up 
a little extra money on the side 
by coaching St M ary's Umver- 
• ty football team When he cam e 


through here recently in an un­ 
successful effort to elect Republi­ 
can John Goode to Cong-*ss. Ika 
went back to the old cam pus and 
was delighted to be greeted by 
Brother Duffy, who taught at St. 
M ary’s during 
Ike’s coaching 
term and is «till teaching. 
“ What was the name of those 
twins who w ere my ends?” Ike 
asked. “ H errara? B errara?” 
“ F errara,” Brother Duffy con­ 
tributed. 
M inutes later, in his non-politi­ 
cal rem arks to the students and 
faculty. Ike reached back 45 
years and said, “ I’ll never forget 
these F errara twins. They looked 
so much alike I had to m ake one 
of them w ear red socks so I could 
tell them ap art.” 
Davy Crockett Helped 
The “ Old San Antonio" m useum 
t unit of the Conservation Soci- 
ty. features such “ life size” 
scenes as “ The Death of Ben 
M ilam .” “ Sam e Anna’s Trial of 
the Alamo W om en.’’ "Bow ie Sign­ 
ing Hi* M arriage C ontract." and 
“ Dawson M assacre.” The cap­ 
tions rum ble with such phrases 
as “ M ilam w as killed by a M exi­ 
can sniper sitting high in a cy­ 
press tree on the river. He died 
in Samuel M averick’s arm «.” 
And. of course, there’s Davy 
Crockett. 
The year W alt Disney resur­ 
rected Davy there was an imm e­ 
diate jum p of $12.000.000 in the 
city’s tourism trade, and an in­ 
dustrious com bing of fam ily trees 
by the m ore acute ancestor wor­ 
shippers hereabout*. Crockett's 
kiss-off of his native Tennessee, 
once he “ went the whole hog and 
becam e a citizen of T exas.'' as 
he put it, m ust be classed with 
the more em phatic farew ells of 
history. He penned it in ver*e and 
aent it to a Nashville newspaper: 
“ The hom e I redeem ed from 
the savage and wild. 
The home I have loved as a 
father his child. 
The corn that I planted, the 
fields that I cleared. 
Ih e flocks that I raised and 
the cabin I rear’d. 
The wife of m y bosom —fare­ 
well to ve all! 
In the land of the stranger ! 
nse or I fall.” 
He fell just three m onths later, 
with all the others at the Alamo. 
But his spirit and theirs perm e­ 
ate this old place, w here not even 
routine Saturday night blood-let­ 
tings in the poorer quarter dis­ 
turb the basic tranquility.

PASADENA. Calif. (UPI)-W hy 
go to th« moon—that most famil­ 
iar of earth's neighbors that is 
slated for the first stop in man's 
quest for the unknown? 
A group of hard-working Cali­ 
fornia Instituía nf Technology aci* 
antists give at least one good rea­ 
eon for shooting the moon — to 
learn more about our own planet. 
They also have ventured to pre­ 
dict what the first man to land 
on the moon m ght find.

seems clear to me that 
from now on we will probably 
learn more about the earth by 
going away from it than remain­ 


ing m It.” aaid Dr. Harrison 
Brown, professor of geochemistry 
who.

The moon’s temperature 
varies between about 250 degrees 
above Fahrenheit in sunlight to 
about 240 degrees below zero in 
the shade. 
There is no atmosphere to mod­ 
erate temperatures since the lunar 
surface is a vacuum. 
Ice may have formed long ago 
from wafer incorporated chemi­ 
cally in moon material and later 
released, Brown said. Or It could 
have been brought in by meteorite 
impacta. 


Study Color Differences 
Color differences on the moon 
are being studied by the group 
with the 60-inch reflector telescope 
at Mt. Wilson. 
The group is interested in learn­ 
ing whether these color differ­ 
ences on the moon’s flat areas 
are 
really color differences or 
caused by differing reflectivity. 
These broad, flat plains are be­ 
lieved to have been formed per­ 
haps a billion years ago—compar­ 
atively recently in lunar history. 
They have not been hombarrd for 
as long a time as the cratered 
areas. 
Cratered regions primarily sterr. 
from large and small meteorites 
crashing into the moon, they be­ 


lieve. although the possibility of 
intermittently 
activa 
volcanos 
cannot be ruled out. 
The entire investigative project 
is intended to complement and 
supplement the lunar probe work 
being done with rockets. Murray
